/ The undersigned, Secretary of the Board of Ttrustees 
of the Freedmen’s Hospital, near Talladega, Alabama, 
begs leave to submit the following Teport of the present 


- condition of said Hospital : 


The receipts and disbursements for the year ending the 
91st December, 1878, (allowing the balance unexpended 
for the months of November and December.) with a gen- 
eral and aggregate statement of the different years’ ap- 
propriations, receipts and expenditures, to the close of 
the present year from the time the State took charge of 
said Hospital in 1869. 

. The whole number of inmates on first of J anuary, 1873, 
was 23. Two have died; now in the Hospital 23, with 2 
children. г | 

The names, ages, diseases and conditions of the in- 
mates is shown in the report of Green P. P. McAfee hereto 


‚ attached. 


The appropriation for the papper of said Hospital for 
1878, was $3,000 00, which, with a balance not used for 
previous years of $115 90 madethe sum of $3,115 90, atthe 
disposal of the trustees for the present year. Of this 
amount $2,633 74 has been used, leaving a balance on the 


fitst day of :November, $482 17, which will be sufficient 
to meet the necessities of the Hospital until the. 81st of 
December, 1873.. E РИ 

On account of the condition of the State treasury, no 
money could be-drawn on warrants issued for ten months, 
and the trustees could not procure provisions and nec- 
essaries, except at credit prices, which necessarily in- 
creased the monthly expenses. К 

„During the month of September the inmates were each 
fürnished with full suits of clothing and shoes.’ They 
will need some winter clothing as the winter approaches; 
and if the money could kave been received when due, the 
amount appropriated would have been ample for all 
necessary purposes. | 

Undersigued would further report, from his own obset- 
vation and knowledge, that the wants and necessities of 
those afflicted and unfortunate persons have been caref ul- 
ly provided for and every comfort rendered them by the 
steward, G. P, P. McAfee, that he could do. 

As to a further continuance of the Hospital, taking 
care of and providing for the inmates, considering all the 
circumstances connected, humanity, claims ef citizens of 
the State, their care, at least for the short time many of 
them can live, it would be great injustice to. have them 
put on Talladega county, as a majority of those now iti - 
the Hospital came from other counties. "TS

— To the Honorable Board of Trustees of the Froedmen's 
Hospital near Talladga, Alabama, Nov. 1, 1873: 
“GENTLEMEN : 
. I have the honor to transmit herewith my amida Te- 
г port of the inmates, &c.; of the Freedmen’s Hospital 
near Talladega, Alabama. . You will see that we: have 
- had only two deaths to occur since the date of my last 
report, both of whom were very old, and. only one has 
been discharged, making a total loss of three since No- 
vember, 1872. The hospitalis at present іп a splendid. 
condition—the premises are, at all times, kept thoroughly. 
_eleansed of everything calculated to produce. sickness; 
. all dirt, rubbish, ete., by the inmates, superintended by 
the attending nurse.. I also see, myself, that the- wear-

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ing apparel, bedding, rooms, etc.; are at all times clean, - 


and healthy, and force them if necessary—those who are 
inclined to be otherwise. The buildings are very com- 
fortable—provided with good stoves or chimneys, with an 


abundant supply of fuel convenient; as I have said ` 


heretofore in my reports, from time to time, there is an 
incessant stream running directly through the yard.:of the 
premises, headed by a bold spring not two hundred ‘yards 
distance. In short, I do not think there could be found, 
any where within the limits of the State, a place better 
adapted for the location of an institution of this kind, it 
is entirely removed from any of the public high-ways, 
and one-half mile or more from any publie road. 
"The property belonging to the Hospital is in-about the 
same condition as at date of last report. -In those who 
have died a sheet, spread and pillow case were. used ‘in 
their burial; each, and to the discharged were given all 
their bedding, five blankets, one colored spread, pillow 
case, bedstead, etc. | 
The property not in use is frequently inspected by my- 
self, and H at all times to be En in us SONT condition ds 
itis possible for it to be—being well housed, as it all is 
such as has been in use for a great while, and in fact, is 
almost valueless. I, nevertheless, deem.it my duty te 
keep it well protected from further damage by weather, 
and report its condition from time to time. Hoping that 
your honorable body will urge upon the Governor and 
the- Legislature at the coming session, the great necessity 


of continuing the Hospital yet, one more twelve months, 


‘sand deeming further remarks unnecessary, I will close, 
. ‘sincerely hoping that my very great effort to give perfect 
satisfaction пш the entire year, may be so very ob- 
. vious to each and t
